NOT ALL DEAD. 


A Railway Train Robbed by the 
‘Remnant of the Daltons. 


Express Messenger Maxwell Shot in the 
Arm and His Safe Rifled. 


A DEEP CUT NEAR COFFEYVILLE, KAN., 
THE SCENE OF THE RAID. 


The Train Was Held Up and Pillaged in 
the Regulation Way-—Only Two Men 
Engaged in the Crime—None of the 
Passengers Molested—The Amount of 
Money Stolen Not Known—Coffeyville 
People Astounded at the Daring Deed. 


COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Oct. 13.—The outlaws 
who haunt this region have perpetrated an- 
other daring deed, sufficiently desperate in 
plan and execution to indicate that the 
slaughter of the Daltons last week has had no 
effectonthem. Thistime it was a train in- 
stead of a bank which the outlaws attacked, 
and with better success. - ‘ 

East-bo#hd Missouri Pacific express train 
No. 462 was the victim, and the robbers, two 
in number, rifled the combination express 
and baggage carof itscontents. How much 
money they secured is not yet known here. 

THE TRAIN HELD TP. 

The deed was done betWeen Coney and 
Tyro, small stations a short distance west of 
Coffeyville, at 11 o’clock last night, and was 
worthy of the Daltons in their best 
Gays, if indeed it was not the forlorn 
hope of that robber band who perpetrated it. 
When the train reached Coney Station a 
masked robber boarded the front platform of 
the combination car. He lay concealed in 
the darkness of the engine-tender until En- 
gineer Eggleston: pulled the throttle and 
started eastward in the direction of Tyro and 
Coffeyville. The desperado then arose 
his position, mounted the 
tender and , climbed over the 
coal toward the cab. Whenhe had reached 
the top of the heap of coal and was in full 
view of Engineer Eggleston, the robber who 
had kept his revolver at rest raised the 
weapon and drew a bead onthe engineer. At 
the same time he lifted his voice above the 
din of the fast moving train 
and commanded Eggleston to slow 
up. The engineer was constrained 

o obey the command which came from 
beneath the black mask concealing the out- 
law’s face, and thetrain came to a stand- 
still between two switches, a few hundred 
yards from Coney, but this did not stit the 
designs,of the robber, and he issued a second 
order to Eggleston to goas far asthe whis- 
tling post;about a quarter of a mile from 
Coney, the point at which approaching 
trains blow their warning note. 

UNCOUPLING CARS. 

The train cameto ustopa second time by 
the robber’s directions at the whistling post, 
and the fireman was ordered to get downand 
uncouple the bagzage-car from the rest or 
the train. The fireman obeyed with alacrity. 
In the meantime some of the passengers who 
had not yet retired and Con- 
ductor Pierson jumped down to 
see what was the reason of the delay. 
Butthe robber who had managed to keep 
the engineer and fireman covered turned his 
weapon toward them and fired one shot 
which grazed thesideof the chaircar and 
sent everyone fiying back into thetrain. The 
one robber hadthus far heid the trainand 
the entire crew at the mercy of 
his revolver and displayed remarka- 
nerve and bravado. His next 
“move was to order the engineer 
and fireman back totheir places in the cab 
and command them to draw the combination 
baggage and express car to a point about 
half amile eagt of Conev,, where the road 
passes through a deep cut in a high bill. 

He remained in the cab to see that the en. 
gineer and fireman did as he had ordered, 
never lowering his revolver, but Keeping it 
trained on Eggieston and his helper witha 
murderous glint. 

BOMBARDING THE EXPRESS. 

The engineer stopped inthecut as he had 
been ordered to do. and a second outlaw, 
masked and heavily armed as the first, came 
out of the Garkness ofthe night and directed 
a fustiade from two revolvers at the door of 
the express car. Atthesametime he called 
outto Express Messenger J. N. Maxwell to 
open the door ofthectar. He refused to com- 
ply, butthe robber directed another volley 
atthe car,and Messenger Maxwell changed 
his mind and quickly opened the door of the 
car. Robber No. 2, who had taken entire 
charge of the attack on the express car, 
scrambliedin and commanded Maxwell to 
openthesafe. Atthesame time he covered 
Maxwell with his revolver and threatened 


him with instant death in case he failed to 
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ly with the order. Maxwell took out 
“sys and unlocked the safe door, 
© .ad appatentiy been unprepared 

— resistance, for the robber had 

il access to all the contents of the safe. He 
took whatever money and valuables were in 
reach and left the car. 

The first robber, who had uncoupled the 
combination car and taken it and the engine 
to the cut and who had kept guard over the 
engineerand fireman while his companion 
was at the express car, leaped from the cab 
as soon as his fellow outlaw left the car with 
his booty andthe pair, firing several shots 
which did not hit anyone, disappeared in 
the deep shadows of the ravine. As soon as 
the engineer and fireman felt that the dan- 
ger was over they returnedto the remain- 
der of the train. 

PANIO ON THE TRAIN. 

While the robbers were holding up Express 
Messenger Maxwell in the cut a curious scene 
transpirea on board the passenger section of 
the train,which stood silent and alone atthe 
whistling post. Theshot which the robber 
had fired at the chair car aroused all 
the occupants of the coaches and sleepers, 
ahd led them to conclude that they were 
about to be held up individually and colleci- 
ively. They were fuily aware of the dan- 
gerous character of the neighborhood in 
which they were and each of them expected 
the worst. Money and valuables were hastily 
secreted under seats and in unexplored parts 
of the passengers’ apparel, and all eyes were 
turned toward the doors. No robber entered, 
however, and no sounds of strife 
came from without, The silence 


became ominous. 
Inafew minutes came the soundof the 


shots fired into the express car in the ravine 
‘and the passengers heaved a sigh of relief at 
the pleasant thought that the robbers had no 
evil desigis against them.

The train drew intothis town about 12 
o’elock an d the news of the robbery created 
asensation. The citizens have not yet re- 
covered from the sensation produced by 
the disastrous end put to the attempt 
of the Daltons to rob two banks at once, and 
the report of last night’s train robbery a 
short distance away from here, took the 
breath away from Coffeyville’s citizens. They

word of the robbery all along the line with a 
view to apprehend the robbers. It is believed 
by many that the outiaws are the same who 
last week heid g Soy station agent at Sedan, 
Kan., and may @ part of the famous Dal- 
ton gang. 
MAXWELL REPORTED SHOT IN THE ARM. 

Conky, Kan., Oct. 13.—When this little 
town awoke this morning it learned that 
some of the members of the Dalton gang 
were stillintheland. The news came from 


Coffeyville that the: Missouri Pacific train 
which passed here about 10 p.m. was boarded 
by two men, who covered the engineer 
and firemen with Winchesters, ordered 
them to pull out two miles and 
stop. They compelled the engineer and 
firemen to uncouple the express car and pull 
ithalf a mile further. Express Messenger 
Maxwell had blown.out the lights and barred 
the door, and when ordered to open up ré- 
fused. The robbers fired a number of shots 
through the door and wounded Maxwell in 
the arm, He surrendered and Iit 
the lights and opened the door. The robbers 
compelled the engineer to go in front of 
them into thecar, whilethey covered Wax- 
weli with the gun. Having got the money in 
the safe, which Maxwell says was a small 
amount, they backed off and disappeared. - 


THE AMOUNT STOLEN. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 13.—Officials here 
are reticent about the amount of money 
taken by the robbers who held up the train 


near Coffeyville last night. One sourceof in- 
formation puts the sum at $500, while in other 
quarters it is stated that it will reach $5,000, 
Messenger Maxwell’s watch was taken. 


MEANT TO LYNCH HIM. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE NEGRO FIEND FROM 
THE HANDS OF THE SEDALIA MOB, 


SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 13.—Yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH contained the particulars of the at- 
tempted outrage of Miss Fannie Gruber by a 
negro named Billi Petty, alias Bill Simms, in 
this city. During yesterday afternoon it be- 
came evident that an attempt would be made 
to.lynch the negro, as groups on the street 
corners were,indignantly discussing the at- 
fair, andthreats were openly made. Sheriff 
Smith promptly called to his aid a determined 
guard. About 10 o’clock it was reported to 


the Sheriff that a mob of 200 men were mass- 
ing back of the Union Depot on Pacific street. 
It was said the assault on the jall would be 
made just after 12 o’clock. 

It was 12:35 whenacry was heard, ‘‘Here 
they come.’’ Looking north of Lamine 
street alittle knot of men walking swiftly 
and closely packed together were seen ap- 
proaching. Oneofthem borea sledge ham- 
mer. Allhad tneir hats pulled down over 
their faces, but under the bright street lights 
every one of them was plainly recognizable. 
At Second street the mob was joined by over 
ahundred men and boys who fell inand 
rapidly became part and parcel of it. 

Arriving at the jaila demand was made 
for the prisoner. It was sternly refused by 
Sherif Smith, and he and those with him 
drew their revolvers. A cry went up from 
the outskirts of the crowd: ‘‘Hang him,’’ 
This was quickly followed by other cries of 
**Break in the jail,’’ ‘*Burn bim,’’ ‘‘Give 
him up,’’ ‘‘Charge over the fence,’’ etc. 
The crisis seemed imminent. The mob 
massed itself solidly about the low picket 
fence in front of the Sheriff’sfyard. Those in 
the rear, themselves keeping well out of 
harm’s way and possible stray bullets, urged 
the leaders on, when out from a second-story 
window there appeared a woman’s form and 
a voice, Mingled with sobs and fear, cried: 
‘*Spare, oh spare my husband.’’ It was the 
voice of Mrs. Smith, the Sheriff’s wife, and 
the sound diverted for the moment the atten- 
tion of the anyry men at the gate below. 

At this juncture Prosecuting Attorney 
LongabD appeared upon the scene. He took 
his place inside the Sheriff’s yard and ap- 
pealed to the reason, the intelligence and the 
humanity ofthe men. Prior to this Capt. 
Demuth had been called upon for aid and 
many ofthe Rifles were under arms at the 
Armory. Capt. Demuth himself and other 
well-known business men went about among 
the crowd andargued peace. It was evident 
that only a small proportion of those ith the 
mobthat pressed up around the Sheriff’s 
gate and blocked the thoroughfare were 
there for Dusiness. It was a weak-kKneed 
crowd. Some were willing enough, but the 
persuasive influences of the officer’s guns 
coupled with the logical plea of Attorney 
Longan and others had the desired effect 
and at 1:30a. m., almostone hour after the 
charge, the streets were clear, 

This morning everything is as quiet as if no 
attempt of the kind had been made and the 
officers do not anticipate any further trouble 
from a mob, although there is an extra guard 
on duaty. 

Miss Gruber who was sorudely assaulted is 
still confined to her bed from rough treat- 
Inent and nervous prostrajion. It has since 
developed that the negro “was, concealed in 
another house in the western portion of the 
city at 9o’clock yesterday and the screams of 
the lady of the house brought assistance, 
when the negro fled. The dwelling was that 
of Jack Prince, the champion bicyclist, who 
is here giving exhibitions. Mrs. Prince has 
since recognized him asthe same negro. 


ANARCHIST BERGMANN, 


DESPERATE ATTEMPT OF FRICK’S ASSAILANT 
TO ESCAPE FROM PRISON. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 13.—A desperate at- 
tempt was made last Saturday evening by 
Anarchist Bergmann, whoisconfined in the 
Westerr Penitentinry at Woods Run, Lower 
Alleghany, for assaulting Chaifman Frick 
of the Carnegie Steel Co., to escape from that 
institution. It was at 6 o’clock, when the 
prisoners were marched from the workshops 
to their cells. Bergmann was in the middle of 
the line from the mut shop. Just as he 
reached a short platform leading up tothe 
top of the wall surrounding the prison, where 
the guards are stationed, he made a dash for 
liberty. He gained the wall and with 
out stopping to see what was on the other 
side he jumped. He landed on the brick 
pavement forty feet below, apparently un- 
hurt. As he picked himself up and tried to 
stagger away Guard Young, who was some 
distance nway, brought his gunto bear. He 
hit Bergmann in the leg and brought him 
down, Several stonemasons who had been 
working on some new buildings opposite 
saw the prisoner jump and, rushing over, 
held the Anarchist until the officers came 
around by way ofthe wate. Bergmann, it ig 
said, is now in the hospital with a broken 
leg. The prison Officials deny that any 
attempt to escape was made. They say 
Bergmann is sick In the hospital, aay 


SHOT ON A TRAIN. 

Kokomo, Ind., Oct. 13.—James Kelly, a 
wood enameler of this city, was probably 
fatally shot ona Lake Erie special train this 
morning while returning from the Peru bar- 
becue.

THEY WILL BE PARDONED. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 18.—An application has 
just been madeto the State Board of Par- 
dons forthe pardon of Frank Keplinger and 
George Smith, two boys of Virginia, Ill., who 
were convicted of burglary in Onerokee 


County and sentenced tofive years’ imprison- 
r’s father is a 
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ident of the Illinois State College. Two years 
ago they ran away from home, bringing up at 
Galena, Kan. Two weeks after their arrival 
they were arrested for stealing ore. On 
purely circumstantial evidence they were 
convicted. The man who bought the stolen 
ore recen confessed that he had shielded 
the real thieves, and that the person guilty 
ofthe crime for which the boys were con- 
victed is now in the Penitentiary. 4 
meantime Keplinger’s father offered rge 
rewards for news of his son, but no trace of 
his whereabouts was found until two weeks 
ago. The boys had assumed names when 
they lefthome, They will be pardoned. 


M’EWAN WILL RECOVER. 

GLASGow, Oct. 13.—McEwan, the caretaker, 
accused of murdering and dismembering a 
woman named Elizabeth O’Connor, with 
whom he was spending the night in his room 
at West Lodge, will recover from the 
effects of the woupds he inflicted upon him- 
self in an effort to commit suicide. he knife 
with which he cut his throat was dull 
and he did not succeed in severingthe jugcu- 
lar vein. McEwan and the sallor, McNeilly, 
who admits having been in company of Mc- 
Ewan andthe womanon the night the mur- 
der occurred, are still in custody, and the 
police are busily engaged in working up the 
evidence against the prisoners.

HIS WIFE’S HONOR. 


Edward Parker Deacon’s Suit Draws 
Great Crowds at Grasse. 


GRASSE, France, Oct. 15.—The action of Mr. 
Edward Parker Deagon against his wife be- 
ganhereto-day. The trial is taken to prove 
criminal adultery on the part of the defende 
ant, inorder thatthe plaintifican apply for 
adivorce. The greatest, interest is mani- 
fested in the case here, andat?7 o’clock this 
morning the doors ofthe Oourt-house were 
besieged by a large crowd of people,all eager 
to gain admission tothe court. At 8:30 o’clock 
the doors of the court-room were opened,and 
the crowd madearush for the seats.

curiosity was so deep, however, that they 
did not give up the idea of gratifying it, and 
they waited outside the Court-house in the 
hope that they would be admitted later in 
the dag. 

There was much discussion among the 
people as to whether Mrs. Deacon would ap- 
pear in person to defend herself, or whether 
she would allow judgment to be entered 
against her by defauit. 

Maitre Somango, Mr. Deacon’s counsel, 
was unavoidably absent, and his place was 
egg by M. Frank Pilatte, an advocate from 

vice, 

When the trial was resumed at 38 o’clock 
Mr. Barboux asked that the case be carried 
to Aix, near Marseilles. M. Pilatte, for Mr. 
Deacon, said that he would have no objec- 
tion if Mrs. Deacon would pay costs. The 
Court then decided that Mrs. Deacon should 
pay costs and thatthe power of appeal be 
granted. Thetrial probably will take place 
about the middle of November. 

The request fora dismissal on the ground 
of abandonment undoubtedly was the sur- 
prise which, it was rumored before the open- 
ing, the defense had in store for Mr. Deacon. 
The decision of the Grasse court on this 
point has delighted Mr. Deacon, as he was not 
prepared for any rulings in his favor. Mr. 
Deacon is so anxious to obtain final control 
of his children that he probably will make 
some arrangement to this end within the 
next three weeks. Mrs. Deacon is com- 
pletely broken down. Yesterday and to-day 
she has passed in seclusion at a small local 
hotel. 

‘*‘Why,’’ said Mrs. Deacon’s counsel during 
hisargument, ‘‘does Mr. Deacon, who was 
convicted of Killing M. Abelille, bring a 
charge of adultery agatnst hig wife? 
Because he desires to secure her 
conviction in order to secure a 
divorce without submitting toa full inqury 
of all that has occurred since th® murder. 
The facts elicited at the trial proved that 
Deacon wasinsane. Afterthe trial Deacon 
becomes reconciled to his wife. How is 
this consistent with his present ac- 
tion? Moreover, the couple agreed by 
a written document to share the custody of 
the children. This agreement involves the 
absolute renunciation of all subsequent 
legal proceedings. If the court were 
to continue the case 1 could 
easily dispose of all the  calumniés 
of which Mrs. Deacon is the object. Mr. 
Deacon has now adopted a different attitude 
as revenge for the verdict rendered against 
him at the murder trial.’’ 

Proceeding counsel declared that !t was un- 
true that Mrs. Deacon had continued to lead 
a life of pleasurej and dissipation after the 
death of Abeille. 

She had retired to a convent, and had re- 
mained there during thelast five months, 
Her life there repudiated the slanderous 
statements that had been levelled at her. 


The Deacons are better known.-in America 
than in France. Mrs. Deacon was the daugh- 
terof Admiral Baldwin by his first wife. 
They were married sleven years ago. The 
Deacons resided at 14 Rue Pierre Charlon, 
Paris, forthe past ten years. Mrs. Deacon 
is 82 years old,and was much admired in 
Paris society. Kmile Abellle, the victim, 
wasthe eldest son of the late M. Abeille, 
who died jthree years ago, leaving two 
other sons anda daughter, married first to 
Comte Alfred de Jouy d’Arcy and againtwo 
months ago to Viscomte de la _ Redorte. 
Young Abeille was fora time an attache of 
the rench Legation at Washington. 
Abeille’s father made a great fortune during 
the empire, when his hotel, the Faubourg 
St. Honore, was famous for brilliant parties, 

Mr. Deacon lived in Boston uptothe time 
of his marriage. His family and connections 
are all Boston people of wealth and high 
social standing. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of Peter Parker, of.the old Boston Parker 
familly, and the greater part of his money he 
is supposed to have inherited through her. 
Peter Parker’s father was old John Parker, 
the ship-owner, who at the time of his death 
hadthe name of being the richest man in 
New England. A good part of his millions 
was handed down to Mr. Deacon’s mother 
and through her to him. 

Admiral Charlies H. Baldwin, United States 
Navy, the father of Mrs. Deacon, died in New 
York on Nov. 18, ,1888. The daughter had 
lived with her fatherand mother up to the 
time of.her marriage, but was too young 
then to even have gone much in society. she 
is said tv have been but a little more than 17 
when she was married. 

Mrs. Deacon isa blonde with a faultless 
complexion, fine figure and eyes of remarka- 
ble beauty. She is now livingin Paris. Dea- 
con, it will be remembered, was arrested and 
tried for the killing of Abelille and sentenced 
to one year in prison. At the trial the 
wronged husband gavethis account of the 
siyeey and the incidents leading to it. 

**My wife and I,’’ he said, ‘‘had separate 
rooms at th otel Splendide. I went to my 
wife’sroomat midnight. AsI approached 
the door I heard within the voice of M. 
Abellie. Irantomy room and got a revol- 
ver. Ithen went to the secretary of the 
hotel and asked that he accompany me.

Detectives Searching All the Little

THE EVIDENCE BEFORE THE INQUEST 
THIS MORNING. 


Chief Harrigan Assumes Personal Charge 
of the Case—Capt. Jack Campbell’s 
Clew—All Efforts Concentrated on the 
Hunt for the Negro Seen Near the 
House by the Two Boys—The Story 
Told by a Suspect. 


The murder of Josephine Simmons Tuesday 
in the southwestern suburbs has given the 
Police Department a mystery to unravel as 
perplexing asthecase of Anna Weiss, the 
Jefferson City girl, who was Killed and flung 
out ofa buggy on Union avenue two years 
ago. 

This is the first case of murder during the 
administration of Chief of Police Harrigan in 
which the criminals seemto have got clear 
away. To-day the Chief took personal 
charge of the case. He drone out to 
the Simmons house this morning 
with Secretary Henry  Paschall of 
the Police @oard, and owas there 
when Deputy Coroner Charles Meade ar- 
rived. Capt. Keeble of the Sixth District, 
who with a dozen of his best men has been 
working day and night on the mystery, re- 
celved the Chief. Sergt. William Hess and 
two patrolmen, mounted, were also at the 
house, While the Deputy Coroner was get- 
ting together a jury and Sergt. Hess was col- 
lecting the witnesses, the chief consulted 
with Capt. Keeble, who, booted and spurred 
and muddy, bore out his statement that he 
had been in every town between the city and 
Manchester since yesterday. Just before the 
inquest Degan Capt. John Campbell ofthe 
Fifth District drove up to the house ina 
buggy and jumped out. He held a dirty 
slouch hatin hishand,. Saluting Chief Har- 
rigan, he said: 

‘*One of my men has just found this hat 
near the engine house on Deere and Easton 
avenue, and I brought it over to see if it was 
the hat stolen from the house of Alexander 
Voly.’’ 

‘*Here’s the man from whom thehat was 
stolen,’’ said the Ohief.’’ 

Mr. Voly looked at the hat and said it was 
not his, His was a regulation Grand Army 
hat.

EVIDENCE, BUT NO WITNES SES. 

The witnesses whom Capt. Keeble and 
Sergt. Hess had summoned besides the family 
ofthe dead girl were Mrs. George Foster, 
who heard her scream; Dr. R. W. Kerley, 
Ernst Von Loeffel, who delivered groceries 
at the house about 1 o’clock ;Conrad Buechler, 
who was there about 2 o’clock, delivering 
some peaches, Ed Slattery, the butcher, who 
left some meat there before 2 0’clock, Alex. 
Volz, whd first saw Mrs. Simmons calling for 
help after she found the body of her daugh- 
ter; August Wassmann, the young 
grocery clerk who was engaged to be mar- 
ried tothe girl. Wassmann left his room at 
Charles Seilvers’ grocery yesterday morning 
and wandered away to be alone. His disap- 
pearance at first caused some alarm but late 
in the afternoon he reappeared at the Sim- 
mons house and remained there most ofthe 
evening. 

THE INQUEST. 

At 11 o’clock two tables were drawn up 
north of the summer Kitchen, in which the 
murder was committed, one for the Coroner 
and his stenographer, another for members 
ofthe press. ‘The jurors sat in a row against 
the whitewashed wall. After being 
polled Deputy Coroner Meade led 
them into the front parlor. It was 
empty of furniture and against the front win- 
dows was the long, narrow ice box in which’ 
the victim lay. Undertaker Clement removed 
the idand ice reservoir and revealed the 
body of the murdered girl. It was 
not dressed for burial, but clac ina simple 
white slip, low in the neck, fully revealing 
the long, jagged line through which the as- 
sassin’s knife had plowed its way. Her 
feet were encased in Diack stockings 
anda the hands folded across the breast were 
scarred by the scratches she had received 
during the death struggle. 

Coroner Meade showed the wounds tothe 
urors, and then all lifted up their right 

ands and were sworn. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

At 11:30 o’clock Frank Simons came out and 
stated that his mother could not come out to 
give hertestimony. The sight of the kitchen 
was more than she could bear. Coroner 
Meade decided to take her testimony after 
the others. 

The father, Frank Simmons, a man past 
middle age, bronzed in feature and bowed 
with grief, could throw little lignt upon the 
mystery. He testified to having 
been apprised of the murder about 
9:30 o’clock while coming home on the street 
car from the Pastime Athietic Club, where 
he had been to hear a lecture on ‘*Kngineer- 
ing.’’ He knew of no callers atthe house 
but August Wassman,who was engaged tohis 
daughter. He had no enemies that he knew 
of, nor was he aware of anyone knowing 
that he kept money about the house. The 
money stolen was in & Cigar-box on the side- 
board and was put up in small packages of

THE MOTHER’S STORY. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Kerley’s evidence 
the jurors were lead to the little dining-room 
off the kitchen, where Mrs, Simmons was 
seuted between her husband an 
say from the neighborhood, she isa 
looking woman over 40 years of 4 ee aps, 
and seemed hopelessly broken spirit by 
the terrible shock she received Monday even- 
ing. After learning her age and movements 
on Monday upto her retarn Coroner Meade 
asked, ‘‘Now tell me ali that transpired 

fter you came home.’’ 

‘*I’ve said it so often. Must I tell that 
dreadful thing again?’’ she said, rocking her 
body to and fro, *‘*When came 
in everything was. quiet 
Joele was lying there. ‘Don’t fool me, dear.’ 
I said, knowing she was always full of devil- 
ment, and might be trying to frighten me. 

**Oh, must I go on,’’she cried pathetically, 
withan appealing look atthejury. ‘‘Yes, 
tellusall,’’ saidthe Coroner. ‘‘I took her 
arm and shook it,’’ she continued, illustrat- 
ing her words by grasping Mr, Meade’s 
coat sieeve. Then I felt her breast and neck 
and itseemed warm. Ithought she was all 
right then and thought maybe she had 
only fainted. Then I got the lampand lit it. 
Oh, God, w Isaw! Idon’t know what [ 
did, but when Mr. Volz came upI was out- 
side screaming.’’ 

Afterwardsfthe jurors questioned her gently 
and discovered the fact that when she re- 
turned home all the doors were open, 
a thing that had never ap- 
pened before, as the girl always locked 
the door when the family were out. No one 
knew thatshe would De an from home 
that day, nor were the apes! much mo- 
lested by tramps. She had not known of one 
to come around forthree months. She said 
that the scissors, tape tracer and sewing 
materials were lying on the dining-room 
table when she came home, and on the side- 
board wasan empty pocket-book in which 
Josephine kept the money for the household. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Simmons’ testi- 
mony Coroner Meade adjourned the inquest 
until next Saturday morning at 10 o’clock. 

This afternoon the body of the murdered 
girlwas buried from the house where she 
had met her death. The body was followed 
to the grave by a large concourse of sympa- 
thetic neighbors and friends. 

THE MURDERER SEEN. 

The detectives have settled on the theo 
that the girl’s murderer waganegro, an 
that he was a stranger in the neighborhood 
of Elizabeth and Sublette avenues, where 
the little brick cottage of the family 
stands. All the men who have 
been assigned to the case by Chief 
of Police Lawrence Harrigan or have taken 
upthe search forthe murderer voluntarily 
are working onthisline. They have come to 
the conclusion as a result of their own inves- 
tigation of the house and the rooms 
where the girl was killed, and in 
consequence of the story of the two 

oung hunters, William Winkle and John 

-rultt, who seem to be the only ones who 
saw the man who did the murder, Their evi- 
dence was the most important ofall that 
was heard before the Coroner’s inquest to- 
day. They were shooting birds in one 
of the deep ravines that cut up the 
rolling land all around the Simmons house. 
The police had been tryingto stop this prac- 
tice of shooting about there, and when the 
boys saw the form of aman ap- 
proaching them stealthily about 4 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon they thought 
it was a mounted patroitman. They 
stopped motionless, the figure came 
nearer, andthey saw it wasa negro with a 
slouch hat. He came nearly upto the boys, 
and when he sawthem he turned, hesitated 
and then walked away briskly. The boys say 
he went In the direction of King’s highway. 

The boys paid no 
more attention tohim after he got out of 
sight.

NEAR A CRISIS. 


Dissensions of the Gravest Kind in 
the German Government. 


Chancellor Caprivi Must Yield or Re- 
sign His Office. 


ASITUATION RECALLING THE FALL OF 
PRINCE BISMARCK. 


Hostility to the Military Bill Shown 
Throughout the Empire—Traditions 
Which Prevent. the Emperor From 
Sanctioning the Two Years’ Service 
Plan—The Royal Banquet at Vienna— 
British Mutineers— Foreign News. 


BERLIN, Oct. 13.—The curious episodes 
which have occurred behind the scenes here 
within the last week or so have set the 
tongues wagging and excited speculation. 

It has now been shown that, notwith- 
standing all official contradictions, there 
have been dissensions of the gravest kind 
within the Government. These quarrels 
have been checked, not stopped by imperial 
intervention. But they are smoldering and 
may break out into fame at any moment. 

In a general way the Emperor has sup- 
ported Chancellor Von Caprivi on the mili- 
tary question, but we have no reason to be- 
lieve—there are weighty reasons not to be- 
lieve—that he has ever gone so far in his sup- 
port as toapprove of the two years’ service 
plan. Hehascontended all along that the 
Emperor has set his face against the theory 
itself, although in practice he has wavered 
or given way. For that matter there is 
nothing new in the two years’ service plan. 
It has existed more or less for years. 

To sanction it in principle, however, the 
Emperor would, as he repeatedly declared, 
have to repudiate the traditions of his fam- 
ily, to puta slight uponthe judgment of his 
imperial grandfather, toeat his own words 
and to incur the resentment of the so-called 
military party, which is particularly resolute 
and strong. 

The opposition of the military party would 
imply the loss of the great mass of conserva- 
tive votes in the Reichstag. The Deputies 
who think with men like Count Von Walder- 
see have made up their minds not to consent 
to the introduction of thetwo years’ service 
system. They have agreed to stand or fall 
by the flag. — 

Germania has been very plain and blunt in 
its expressions of hostility. Within the last 
few days it has declared that if the Chancel- 
lor pins his faith to the measure involving 
the addition of 90,000 men tothe army and the 
imposition of 60,000,000 to 70,000,0000f new 
taxes he will be turned out. Then whom 


| does the Chancellor look to to save his 


measures from defeat? Not surely the Pro- 
gressistsasa party; not if the declarations 
of the Hannoverischer Courier, which as a rule 
refiects the views of Herr Von Benningsen 
and Herr Miquel, are to beconsidered. To 
the National Liberals and not to 
the Social Democrats. If therefore the 
bill is introduced in the shape which it 
now wears it looks as though the Chan- 
cellor would shortly have to choose between 
the alternatives which Marshal McMahon 
had to face in 1873. He must submit or re- 
sign. He may appealtothe country, reviv- 
ing the old specter of the French-Russian 
danger—playing, in short, the game which 
Prince Bismarck played in 1889 when the Sep- 
tennate was the ruse. 

To do this even the Chancellor needs nerve, 
strength and will, or at least obstinacy. 
Caprivi is not wanting in the last of 
these qualities. But the chances 
are that he will not present the Dill and if he 
does gotothe country it is pretty sure that 
he will get an answer which will turn him 
out of office or compel a dissolution of the 
new Reichstag. 


HAWAII LEGISLATURE. 


CLOSING PORTS AGAINST CHOLERA—FAVORING 
HOME INDUSTRY. 


HonoLvty, Sept. 27.—The attention of the 
Government has been directed to the pos- 
sibility of the cholera entering Hawall. A 
bill has been passed by the Legislature and 
has received the signature of the Queen, 
which instructs the Minister of Finance upon 
the request of the Board of Health to declare 
closed all ports of entry in the Kingdom ex- 
cept Honolulu. The Board of Health has not 
yet made such a request. 

The Legislature has passed a bill in regard 
to the purchase of manufactured articles for 
the use of the Hawaliian Government. It re- 
quires all officers requesting orders for a 
supply of articles which can or may be 
manufactured in the Hawaiian kingdom to 
decline to consider tenders of foreign 
business firms unless such tenders are ac- 
companied by a sworn statement that 
not less than 40 per cent of the amount of 
such tenders will be spent in employing 
workmen in the Kingdom during the prog- 
ress of the manufacture of the articles. 

The bill also requires that the officers in all 
cases give preference totenders of firms do- 
ing a manufacturing business in the Hawalian 
Kingdom provided such tenders do not exceed 
by more than 15 per cent the amount tend- 
ered by other firms, 

A resolution has been adopted by the Legis- 
lature declaring thatasno action has been 
taken by the American representatives here 
to rescue the missing boat’s crew of eleven 
persons from the wrecked American ship 
William A, Campbell, the cabinet is author- 
izedto incur/the expenses of rescuing the

THE GILBERT ISLANDS. 

SAN PEDRO, Cal., Oct. 13.—The steamer 
Montserral, from the Gilbert Islands, via 
Ocas, Guatemala, for San Francisco, put in- 
to this port yesterday forcoal. She left San 
Francisco five months ago for the Gilbert Is- 
landg, where she took aboard 600 natives, 
male and female, uncer contract to work in 
the plantations of Central America for three 
years. She left the island on the Ist of Sep- 
tember for Central America, delivering her 
cargo of human freight safely. While at the 
Gilbert Islands the officers of the steamer 
witnessed the annexation of the islands by 
the British. They describe the condition of 
the islanders as pitiable, they being entirely 
destitute.

JUDGE PAXSON ON WAGES, 


Chief Justice Paxson’s charge to the 
Grand-jury in the treason cases is without 
a parallel in Democratic America and it is 
safe to say thatitis possible only in olig- 
archica] Pennsylvania. 

The charge is not confined to an explana- 
tion of the law and a definition of treason, 
but is almost entirely a discussion of the 
merits of the trouble between Andrew Car- 
negie and the workingmen.

Peter KR. Morrissey Put Up -by 
Democrats for State Senator. 


Record of His Indictments for Natural- 
ization Frauds. 


THE FOUR COURTS’ MOST NOTORIOUS 
PROFESSIONAL BONDSMAN. 


His Opponent, Dr. Wait, One of the Lead- 
ers in the School Board Building Com- 
mittee Combine—Gen. Weaver in Town 
—Gen. Alford of Texas on the Cam- 
paign—State Republican Committee 
Meeting—Tom Holland to Be Congress- 
man O’Neill’s Opponent. 


The nominations made by the Democratic 
and Republican Conventions in the @hirty- 
first Senatorial District are not at all ac- 
cepted with satisfaction by either party, and 
to-day there is much talkin favor of getting 
outan independent candidate, ‘To do this 
under the provisions of the Australian 
law a petition must be circulated to get the 
requisite number of signatures, before the 
name ofthe independent candidate can be 
placed on the official ticket. 

At the Democratic Convention held last 
night at Peter R. Morrissey’s sa- 
loon, 1024 Clark avenue, the delegates 
gave the nomination to Morrissey 
despite his record, whichisof a decidedly 
unenviable character, even fora First Ward 
politician. There would have been other 
names presented at the convention had it 
not been for the widespread report that the 
bosses hadit all fixed for Morrissey. The 
district is composed of the First, Second, 
Third, Fifteenth and Nineteenth Wards. and 
is considered reliably Defhocratic. 

MORRISSEY’S RECORD. 

Peter R. Morrissey, the nominee, has been 
one of Ed Buttler’s leading First Ward 
Strikers for years. He is about 30 years of 
age and four years ago serveda term in the 
House of Delegates. 

After the election in 1886, a number of In- 
dictments for election frauds were returned 
by the Federal Grand-jury of which 
Db. Bb. Norris was foreman. Morrissey 
was one of the victims, and in one of the in- 
dictments he was charged in six counts with 
having accepted as many illegal votes while 
serving as an election judge in one 
of the precincts of the First 
Ward, When these indictments were 
returned Thomas P. Bashaw, an ap- 
pointee of the Democratic National Adminis- 
tration, was the United States District 
Attorney. In the counts in the Morrissey in- 
dictments he was charged with having in 
defiance of the Federal Statutes accepted 
the ballots of Mike Doherty, Andrew Burey, 
George Hauksley, Robert H. Hauksley and 
others. The offenses came under the head of 
sec. 5,511 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States. The cases were tried in 
April, 1877, and in two of the courts 
the jury of which Samuel M. Kenard was 
foreman returned a verdict of guilty. Morris- 
sey then gave bond inthe sum of $5,000 with 
Ed Butleras security. A motion in arrest 
was filed and in the latter part of April the 
cases were knocked out, the indictments 
having been found defective by Judge Brewer 
then of the United States Circuit Court, the 
cases having been certified from the District 
Court. 

Wnen T. P. Bashaw retired from the United 
States District Attorney’s office and George 
D. Reyno!ds was installed as his successor, 
additional complaints were made against 
Morrissey. This was in 1889. He 
was charged In two indictments 
with having rendered assistancein procuring 
fraudulent naturalization papers. Thecases 
were tried andthe juries disagreed. Onthe 
second trial the court threw the cases out on 
the ground that it.was necessary to show 
that the persons naturalized had intended to 
commit frauds. Another point was thatthe 
act Of naturalization was a judicial act 
and that the courts where such 
naturalizations were obtained might 
be held responsibie as well as the 
witnesses. ‘The decisions were based on the 
old laws enacted years ago. Morrissey, it 
will be seen escaped punishment on the im- 
perfect laws in one set of cases and technic- 
alities in thé other.

Work Which Has Been Mapped Out by 
the Ethical Society. 


are to be resumed at Memorial Hall the com- 
ing Sunday at ll a. m. The lecturer isto 
take for the subject of the opening address a 
theme whichis now commanding universal 
attetition both in this and other countries. 
‘*‘In What Spirit Should We Celebrate the 
Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Landing 
of Columbus?’’ 
expects to treat of themes connected with 
national life, as those are the subjects which 
at the present time engross public attention. 
He . will follow the first address by one on the 
topic of patriotism, ‘‘What is True Love of 
Country?’’ He will conclude that series with 


a third, by treating of the work of one of the 
great American Statesmen as applied to the 
present day, ‘‘The Influence of ‘Daniel Web- 
Ster.’’ The second series will then be opened 
on topics connected with strictly ethical life 
in the world. There may bea number of dis- 
courses onsuch subjects as, ‘‘What is Con- 
science?’’ ‘‘Is the Human Will Free?’’ ‘‘Can 
@ Man Do as He Pleases?’’ ‘‘The Conflict of 
Duties. What Isa Man to Do When the Rule 


-of Right Appears to Work Both Ways?’’ 


There willaiso be addressesthis fallon the 
ethics ofthe two great poets who have just 
pose’ away,Whittier and Tennyson. Among 
those who have been invited to occupy the 

latform along with the regular lecturer dur- 
ng the season are Mr. Moore and 
Mr. N. O. Nelson of this city, as 
well as Prof. Taussig of Harvard University. 
The latter gentleman, who has the Depart- 
ment of Economics at Cambridge, expects 
to be here in February and speak on the sub- 
ect, ‘*‘The Sense of Honorof the Business 

forld.’’ Mr. Nelson will speak Sunday, Nov. 
6, On the subject ‘‘Everyday Ethics.’’ 

f. Adler, who has just returned to this 
country froma year of work in Europe, is 
expected toappear at Memorial Hail some- 
time during the year. He resumes his work 
in New York the middle of this month, but 
wil) be more at leisure the latter part of the 
season, as Dr. Stanton Colt of London Is to 
come over and take his platform for three 
months. Mr, W. M. Salter will also probably 
be here one Sunday. 

The society has this lastspring elected an 
assistant lecturer of the society. They have 
chosen for this office Mr. E. N. Plank, who 
has become well-known in the city, in devel- 
oping Workxingmen’s Self Culture Clubs dur- 
ing the lasttwoyears. The Ethical Society 
wants to make it possible for himto give up 
his other occupations and practically devote 
his whole time tosuch undertakings in the 
way of educational movements in the city. 
For that purpose they have elected him to 
this office. He expects also to organize an 
Ethical Sunday School consisting of classes 
of young people of varinus ages from7 up to 
20 years. The school will probably meet at the 
Guild Room of the Art Institute at 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning. Prof. Adler’s new work 
just published onthe ‘‘Moral Education of 
the Young,’’ wiil be used quite largely in the 
system or method of instruction. 

Besides the Sunday work there is in con- 
sideration two other important clubs which 
are to meet fortnightly on Wednesdays 
during the winter. A woman’s club forthe 
study of Roman ethics will be formed and 
carry on its work directly on the same line 
pursued by the Greek Ethics Clubof last 
year. The previous year they have been 
going over the great thinkers and writers of 
Athens, such as A‘schylus, Sophocles and 
Euripides, Socrates, Piato and Aristotle. 
This year they will concentrate their atten- 
tion onthe great ethical writers of Rome, 
taking up the leading epicureans and stoics, 
such as Lucretius, Horace, Plutarch, Seneca, 
Epictetus and Marcus Aurelius. They may 
also study the views of the Alexandrian 
School. While going overthe special views 
of these leading writers they will aim to read 
historic novels, such as Kingley’s ‘‘Hy- 
patia,’’ Eber’s ‘‘the Emperor,’’ Walter 
Pater’s ‘‘Marius the Epicurean,’’ Bulwer’s 
**The Last Days of Pompei,’’ and others. 
While studying the views of stoics and eri- 
cureans they will also contrast them with the 
ethical opinions of other schools of thought, 
such as the Platonists, Utilitarians, Intu- 
itionists, etc. This club will begin its work 
Wednesday afternoon promptly at4 o’clock, 
Oct, 19, at the Guild Room of the Art Insti. 
tute, Nineteenth and Lucas place, withatalk 
by the jecturer on ‘‘The Origin of the Stoics 
and Epictireans.’’ 

A Political Science Club is alsoto be organ- 
ized formen. They wiil take for the general 
topic for the winter’s work, ‘‘The True Idea 
ofa Nation.’’ The lecturer has long been 
anxious to gather a number of young men 
who would do positive study in such a se- 
rious and important direction. He thinks of 
taking some of the leading social ideais, 
such as Moore’s ‘‘Utoplia,’’ Bacon’s ‘‘New 
Atilantis,’’ or essays on government by 
Locke, John stuart Mill or Herbert Spencer, 
they reading one or more of these booxs, 
chapter by chapter, with discussions and 
analysis of the opinions brought forward, 
having also a comparison of the views of 
other writers on political science, such as 
Blupntschil and Wilhelm Von Humboldt. 

This club will meet fortnightly on W ednes- 
day evenings. Both the Roman Ethicsand 
the Political Science Club are always open to 
the public, anyone may come who pleases, 
and may share inthe discussions and work, 
The literature on both these subjects at the 
present day is becoming quite extensive. The 
Roman Ethics Club will probably use asa 
basis of their study ‘‘Leckey’s History of 
Kuropean Morals.’’ The Political tcience 
Club will probably take twoor three of the 
small volumes ofthe ‘‘Camelot Series of En- 
glish Classics, such as Locke on ‘‘Civil Gov- 
ernment,’’ perhaps also Pollock’s little 
work, ‘‘The History of Political Science.’’

KNOWLEDGE OF THE STARS. 


Important Scientific Discovery Made by 
‘ Prof. Fargis. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., Oct. 11.—The astron- 
omer, Prof. Fargis, 8. J., of Georgetown 
University, who some time ago invented the 
photo-chronograph for measuring Star tran- 
sits has made a novel, and it is claimed, 
very valuable application of his discovery. 
By it he has also been able to determine latt- 
tude and longitude. The Rev. J. G. Hagen, 
8. J., the Director-in-Chief of the George- 
town Observatory, says on the subject: 

‘The determination of latitudes and in 
‘particular of their periodic variations, by 
means of photography has repeatedly been 
‘pronounced feasible and highly desirable, 
yet a practical method which would afford 
‘all the advanta of the usual methods and 
at the same te publish the whole record 
‘geographically on a plate has never been sug- 


sted. 
ee Barly in 1891 the plan was so far advanced 


. 


ne, 


that the floating principle was adopted. Yet 
it remained incomplete until Prof. G. A. 
Fargis, 8. J., suggested the photochrono- 
graph, The partsof the instrument, how- 
ever, had to be made perfect from the begin- 
ning, the objective and the photochrono- 
graph. The photochnronograph used in lati- 
tude work, differsin several respects from 
the one used intransit work. Both are the 
invention of Prof. Fargig, It will not be too 
much to say that the photochronograpnh, in 
it various shapes, has succeeded in solving 
the double problem of determining by way of 
photography the co-ordinates of observa- 
tions—latitude and longitude. ’’ 

Prof. Fargis himself says: *‘It is desirable 
to state here that the results are not consid: 
ered final because the declinations will have 
to be carefully scrutinized when the material 
is more abundant and the cause of the de- 
fective construction of a microscope. 

**Two conclusions, however be drawn 
from these results: First, that the photo- 
grephic method is as applicable to latitude 

eterminations as it ig to those of longitude. 
In both cases fewer stars, in , can be ob- 
served in a@ given time than by the usual 
methods, but this disadvantage seems amply
